COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

The opening of the continent, or the rifmouri 91/ pe^e> h^ye npt yet pi'oduced' ef- 
fects to the degree, which were aqticipated. Raw Inat^riats an^ tqanufacturi^ aiiticlei 
bav«,na«u, on ip^ci^latioii ; but^he 4enu«iul^irom ,abr(»(], soa^tb produce effective 
^1«», has been litnitett, in great oieasure, owing to, the ext^usted state of tlie cbnti- 
nei«, from the desolating efl&cjs of the war, and the fxictions both of allies and ehe- 
sries. Theueywsof th? American raibargtx, and ot the proposed oego'tiatioa forpeace 
at Gottenbtirgh, operated in England to produce speculation in American itierchandlze. 
Mocb jockeyship took place, apd tnauy expre^sses passed in diSiSrenf directions ; bat 
the accotiots were so fluctuating, and so much uncertainty prevailed, that after many 
rapid moves, things returned pretty much to the old state of inactivity. Peace with 
the United States af^pe^s at a great distance, when the many difficulties arising from 
in 9rntF*ble adjustinenf of neutral and maritime ^ainis, and the rfghts of American 
crtiiBen^p, Jif6 taketi iato account. In the meai^'tiiM, i)ie«Bi&te'g|b, ^hich if ^id^ be 
(triedy enforced, wBl protectthe infant matinfactures of America, ati^ injure 'the trajd? 
Of the British tsles,- by yithhalding cotton wool and flaxseed: the p<tof man's luxury, 
(objtbio, wilt be also enhanced, to the itbridginest of th« comforts o^ the lower classes 
of tbe community. 

Little business waj> dp^ at the latfe lineii markef>in Dublin. There was not an as- 
sottment of iow ati3 middle priced linens : the sales in theiwA' prdije^ing monttis hav- 
ing lessened the stock of those kinds very much, and the severp weather prevented the 
receiving of a supply from the North. Few buyers attended, and they were by ho 
means inclined to purchase largely at the present prices. - Considerable qii^ntities uf 
fine linens made up in pieces of 6^ yards, after the Geiroan manner, have lately been 
sent t0 tbe W;eM ii«Ues, fur the purpose of supplying the Sbiith Afnc^ican market. 

The Scotch exporting merchants art again trying to have the di\ty on foreign linens 
warehoused in Great Biitaip, wholly drawn back, on exportation.' The linen houses 
in Glasgow who last year opposed this measure, have now given Way, ou the principle 
that in the event of a general peace, fiireign linens will find their way to the colonies, 
and that it is better that the > competitiiita between thetn and the home manufacture, 
sliould in pr«tcreDce take place, rather at home, than abroad. I he linen merchants at 
Perth have been inclined to compromise, and consent to abate five per cent, out of the 
fifieeu now retained. Meetings of the trade have been held at Belfast and Ballymena, 
in which it was resolved to use strenuous exertions against any alteration in the duty. 
To unbiassed uninterested spectators, reason appears to be on the t^Her side. We can 
only ask on a selfish principle, or plead eicesftve taxation, the *e*»lt of prolraeted 
^•,ir», enliauciug the prices of our manufacture, as the only plea for (isMiig'fora prtv 
*ectiiig duty Hjjainst foreign linens on their exportation. The poUic spirit of this 
country is not sufficiently high to proclaim this unwelcome truth to the board of trade. 

Last month gold fell H> £5 8 per oz. in l./ondon, but silver retained tbe price of 
7»,i^d,4|)ier. 02;,^ audHQW exceeds its fortiiei^ comparative value with gold. There is a 
{»UW}' >>i 'he ar^umcBti th'^t. gold anil silver are mere article^ of mercbaiUdize, and 
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cpnsequently, their rfer B no propf of the 4epreciatian of our psper cOfTCpcv. Th« 
demand for fhese me(gj8 »»; vpry trifljivj, esce|>t for the purpose of com, »a4 the 
exported frora oue country .to MP^hsr. merely to »iipf>1y the inegiialhi^ of itl!fS_ 
T/oich in great measure arise from the tlilTerent Tatue of the clrevflatihg medTurt lb|' i 
respective eovntries, and thus they ro*y. pretjjr «ccur^«ly measure in their lilHf »>»4 1 
the value of paper money. 

Muck outcry has taken pUce latelj ia the puh'ic prints da the bad fjuth of (hi 
French in limitmg the c»fh payments m the bank of JPans to a (sert'tih extent per cUt> 
We h»T£ too generally one rule to judge for ovrselves, and awtherfpr par epetmA. 
The bank of Paris, with their WOUtry inraded, an# tl.e enemy almost at the i^f*. 
Uotit their issues of cash ; this is Called a breach of fjiith with (heir ctcd^ors, »nd Is («■ 
pr£senteda« an act of national bahkrnptcy. In I'TOT, the nation^ ban^s of ]gngl»n4 
an4 Ireldnd were protected from issuing any cash, and they have since merely exch«pg. 
ed one set of promises for another. The priyatb ban^s in Great Britain and lret^<( 
hi»ve followed the example. By fibii awne doss moder"* c^sujstry denominate this tin« 
of prciceeding? In refereare to the state of aSairs'b^th with us and in the «oisntrv 
oyer which he rules, well might Bonaparte exclaim some considerable tV9e ago, 'f A 
(Bpfjc-mpneyJ* th? sr/e»te?t enemy of #pei»l orjler."
